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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1945. 


1  ‘J 15 ,  bringing  as  it  did  the  cessation  of  hostilities  first  in  Europe  and 
then  in  the  Far  East,  will  for  ever  stand  out  as  one  of  the  most  memorable 
years  in  the  history  of  the  world.  The  task  of  nursing  and  dealing  with 
the  sick — particularly  sick  children — during  the  six  years  of  War  has  been 
a  most  heavy  and  trying  one  to  the  staffs  of  Hospitals  everywhere.  The 
Princess  Louise  Hospital  for  Children,  situated  as  it  was  in  the  heavily 
bombed  part  of  London  and  three  times  damaged  by  enemy  action,  bore  a 
heavy  responsibility  for  the  safety  of  its  small  charges.  It  was  a  great  relief 
to  the  Board  of  Management  when;  with  the  ending  of  the  War,  the 
Hospital’s  work  of  healing  could  be  resumed  uninterrupted  by  the  threat 
of  danger  and  destruction. 

It  is  fitting  that  this  opportunity  is  taken  of  expressing  heartfelt  appre¬ 
ciation  to  all  members  of  the  staff — medical,  nursing,  lay  and  domestic — for 
their  loyalty,  courage  and  cheerfulness  during  the  harrowing  War  years. 
All  played  their  part  nobly  and  well,  and  their  services  will  not  be  forgotten. 
Those  members  of  the  staff  who  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital 
throughout  the  War  have  rendered  a  particularly  fine  service,  and  here 
reference  should  be  made  to  the  loyal  and  devoted  work  of  the  Matron, 
Miss  F.  A.  Stone.  She  had  to  shoulder  many  burdens  and  the  Hospital 
owes  her  much. 

PATIENTS. 

The  ending  of  the  War  and  the  full  return  of  evacuated  children  have 
led  to  a  great  increase  in  work,  both  for  In  and  Out  Patients.  War  damage 
and  absence  of  Medical  Staff  in  H.M.  Forces  were  and  are  among  the  factors 
preventing  a  complete  resumption  of  full  pre-war  activities,  but  all  possible 
steps  are  being  taken  to  meet  these  difficulties,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the 
end  of  1946  the  Hospital  will  have  four  wards  open  and  the  Out-Patients 
Department  running  at  full  pressure.  A  new  Department  established  during 
the  year  is  the  Speech  Therapy  Clinic  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  S.  Pick 
of  the  West  End  Hospital  for  Nervous  Diseases. 

FINANCE. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Accounts  show  a  decided  improvement 
over  the  previous  year  due  to  an  increase  in  Income  under  nearly  every 
heading. 

Although  the  expenditure  has  also  risen— due  to  the  increased  work — 
the  rise  in  income  has  more  than  exceeded  this  increase  and  the  Hospital 
is  indebted  to  the  Appeal  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr. 
A.  H.  R.  C.  Hanbury  and  the  many  other  friends  for  continued  support 
and  assistance.  The  Committee  has  done  much  to  place  the  financial  posiion 
of  the  Hospital  on  a  sound  basis. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Board  announced  with  great  pleasure  at  the  last  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  Governors  that  that  loyal  friend  of  the  Hospital  and  past 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management,  Field-Marshal  Sir  Claud  Jacob, 
kindly  agreed  to  become  Vice-President,  the  first  time  such  an  office  had 
been  occupied.  Subsequently  the  Board  were  further  encouraged  and 
delighted  to  welcome  Marie,  Marchioness  of  Willingdon,  as  the  first  Lady 
Vice-President.  She  has  on  many  occasions  shown  herself  keenly  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 
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Two  other  Vice-Presidents  were  also  elected — loyal  friends  of  the 
Hospital  over  very  many  years — Mr.  H.  W.  Fane,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Management,  and  Mr.  Denys  Lowson,  Hon.  Treasurer. 

The  Board  suffered  the  loss,  by  resignation,  of  three  valued  members  : — 
Captain  J.  A.  L.  Duncan,  Lieut-Colonel  J.  E.  MccGwire,  and  Miss 
Reitlinger,  all  of  whom  had  rendered  great  service  to  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  Cecil  Kahn  and  the  Hon.  John  Fox-Strangways  were  elected  to 
the  Board  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors. 

LIFE  GOVERNORS.

The  Board  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  that  old  friend  of  the 
Hospital,  Mr.  H.  Searjeant,  has  been  elected  a  Life  Governor  in  recognition 
of  his  many  fine  services  to  the  Hospital,  particularly  as  a  leading  member 
of  the  hard-working  Maintenance  Committee,  whose  activities  are  reviewed 
elsewhere. 

THE  HON.  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Hospital  has  ever  owed  much  to  its  Hon.  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  and  the  past  year  is  no  exception.  With  the  general  shortage  of 
doctors  the  calls  and  responsibilities  of  the  medical  profession  are  greater 
than  ever,  and  the  Governors  will  wish  to  be  associated  with  the  Board’s 
expression  of  thanks  to  each  member.  During  the  year  a  post-graduate 
course  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Fellowship  of  Medicine,  and  recently 
a  course  for  the  Diploma  of  Child  Health  of  London  University  was 
organised  by  members  of  the  Hon.  Staff.  These  courses  are  much  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  Post-Graduates,  many  of  whom  are  medical  practitioners 
returning  to  civilian  life  after  several  years  in  H.M.  Forces,  and  the  Board 
are  very  grateful  to  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff  for  making  the  necessary 
arrangements,  including  the  giving  of  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

During  the  vear  two  new  acting  Hon.  Anaesthetists  were  appointed  : — 
Dr.  H.  K.  Ashworth,  M.B.,  B.S.,  D.A. 
and  Dr.  B.  G.  B.  Lucas,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  D.A. 

THE  HOSPITAL  BUILDINGS. 

If  the  Hospital  is  to  continue  its  efficient  services  to  the  public  many 
alterations,  improvements  and  additions  to  the  buildings  will  be  required. 
With  this  end  in  view  the  Board  appointed  Mr.  Stanley  Hamp,  F.R.I.B.A., 
as  the  Hospital’s  Architect,  and  plans  are  now  being  prepared  showing 
long  term  and  short  term  policies.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  damage  to  the  buildings  caused  by  air-raids  which  so  affect  the  efficiency 
and  appearance  of  the  Hospital  will  have  been  repaired.  MeanwRile  it  will 
be  remembered  that  the  original  scheme  to  make  the  hospital  a  working 
unit  was  never  completed  ;  and  that  only  approximately  two-thirds  of 
the  necessary  buildings  were  erected  in  all,  although  all  the  necessary  ground 
wras  purchased  originally. 

This  has  meant  that  the  hospital  has  never  dealt  wdth  the  full  number 
of  patients  for  w'hich  it  was  originally  designed  ;  and  that  the  nurses 
and  other  members  of  the  staff  have  had  to  be  content  with  temporary 
accommodation  in  one  of  the  un-used  w^ards.  This  position  has  been 
ameliorated  during  the  war  through  the  purchase  of  an  outside  house  for 
occupation  by  the  nurses.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  of  Management 
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that  as  soon  as  conditions  permit  the  necessary  steps  may  be  taken  to 
complete  the  original  scheme  and  thus  make  the  hospital  an  efficient  and 
evenly  balanced  whole. 

CATERING  SERVICE. 

The  House  Committee  have  given  much  time  and  consideration  to  the 
question  of  the  feeding  of  the  patients  and  staff,  and  keep  the  position 
under  constant  review.  Out-of-date  steam  cooking  equipment  has  been 
replaced  by  gas-operated  stoves,  boilers,  hot  plates,  etc.,  and  all  the 
duties  connected  with  the  catering,  ordering  of  food,  etc.,  are  entrusted  to  a 
specially  trained  and  qualified  dietitian.  The  rationing  and  staffing  diffi¬ 
culties  affect  the  service  to  a  considerable  extent  and  the  Committee  and 
Board  look  forward  to  an  easing  of  these  handicaps  so  that  the  feeding 
and  cooking  may  be  materially  improved. 

LINEN  GUILD. 

The  Board  are  constantly  aware  of  the  splendid  service  rendered  by 
the  members  of  the  Linen  Guild.  With  the  added  work  the  responsibilities 
of  the  Guild  have  increased  but  have  been  taken  in  their  stride  by  this 
energetic  association.  Particular  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Walters,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Guild.  The  Board  welcome  her  decision  to  revive  the 
Executive  Committee  and  thank  these  ladies,  including  the  new  Hon. 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Lawrence  Wright,  for  all  their  help. 

DERRY  GARDENS. 

Due  to  the  great  kindness  and  generosity  of  Mr.  Trevor  Bowen  the 
Hospital  had  the  benefit  of  a  week  at  Derry  Gardens  in  June,  and  although 
the  weather  was  not  good  a  donation  of  over  £250  was  secured. 

In  September,  in  connection  with  National  Savings  week,  the  Hospital 
shared  in  the  proceeds  of  another  week  with  Princess  Beatrice  Hospital, 
and  as  a  result  £260  was  divided  between  the  two  Hospitals  in  the  form  of 
Savings  Bonds.  The  Board  are  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
to  Mr.  Tnevor  Bowen  their  keen  appreciation  of  his  great  interest  in  the 
Hospital. 

NAMING  OF  COTS. 

Six  Cots  have  been  named  during  the  year  : 

“  The  Sally  Alesbury  Cot  ” 

“  Mrs.  H.  E.  Allen  Cot  ” 

“  The  St.  Quintin  213  Fire  Patrol  Cot  ’’ 

“  The  Georgina  Cot  ”  founded  by  Lady  Pollitzer  in  loving 
memory  of  her  grand-daughter.  July  1945." 

In  November,  a  cot  was  unveiled  by  the  then  Mayoress  of  Kensington, 
Mrs.  R.  C.  D.  Jenkins,  commemorating  the  work  of  the  Civil  Defence  and 
Women’s  Voluntary  Services  during  the  World  War  1939-1945.  The  ceremony 
followed  the  presentation  of  a  cheque  for  £L,402  by  representatives  of  the 
Civil  Defence  and  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  to  Marie,  Marchioness  of 
Willingdon,  Lady  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital,  who  expressed  the 
Hospital's  appreciation  of  this  munificent  gift. 

A  similar  ceremony  was  held  earlier  on  in  the  year  when  this  time  Lady 
Willingdon  performed  the  Unveiling  ceremony.  This  was  in  respect  of  the 
cot  named  by  the  Voluntary  Nurses'  Overseas  League  at  the  end  of  1944. 

The  closing  of  the  Red  Cross  Prisoners  of  War  Penny-a-Week  Fund 
saw  the  formation  of  the  Kensington  Hospitals  Penny-a-Week  fund.  Backed 
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by  the  encouragement  and  enthusiasm  of  the  then  Mayor  and  Mayoress, 
Councillor  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  D.  Jenkins,  Miss  M.  M.  Bate,  and  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fund,  the  new  organisation  has  already  done  much  for  the 
Hospital  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  sum  of  ^550  had  been  forwarded 
to  the  Princess  Louise  Hospital  which  shares  the  net  proceeds  equally  with 
the  other  Voluntary  Kensington  Hospital,  the  Princess  Beatrice.  The 
Board  recently  invited  the  Fund  to  name  a  cot  in  recognition  of  its  work 
and  in  particular  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  its  champion  collector  Mr. 
Stanley  Rosenbaum. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Princess  Louise  Hospital  Memorial 
Guild  was  established.  This  Association  had  as  its  aim  the  raising  of  funds 
to  endow  cots  in  memory  of  the  children  of  Kensington  and  district  who 
lost  their  lives  during  the  war.  The  Guild  are  already  well  on  their  way  to 
raising  funds  for  the  first  cot  and  the  Board  are  glad  to  have  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  expressing  their  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Councillor  G.  W.  Wood, 
the  Vice-Chairman  and  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Cecil  Kahn,  the  Hon. 
Organisers,  Mrs.  Jacobson  and  Mr.  E.  John  Davies,  and  to  the  Committee 
for  their  great  efforts. 

CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

The  Hospital  urgently  needs  a  convalescent  home  to  which  small 
patients  may  be  sent  at  the  conclusion  of  their  Hospital  treatment.  At 
present,  in  spite  of  the  great  help  of  the  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association, 
there  is  often  a  considerable  waiting  list  before  a  Convalescent  Home  is 
found  for  each  child  recommended  such  treatment.  The  Board,  therefore, 
acknowledge  with  warm  appreciation  the  grant  of  ^300  which  has  been 
sent  to  the  Hospital  from  Lady  Gater  and  her  Committee  of  the  National 
Gallery  Canteen,  earmarked  for  the  eventual  purchase  of  a  Convalescent 
Home. 


LADIES’  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Board  wish  to  record  their  continued  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
the  Ladies'  Association.  Mrs.  Salmon  and  her  Committee  are  a  constant 
source  of  strength  and  frequently  come  to  the  Matron’s  rescue  by  providing 
special  equipment.  The  Garden  Committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Balfour  and 
Mrs.  Henriques  have  continued  to  keep  the  outside  of  the  Hospital  under 
constant  review.  The  work  of  Mrs.  Jardine  throughout  the  war  has  also 
been  very  much  appreciated.

Several  of  the  donations  mentioned  above  were  sent  in  response  to  the 
kind  appeal  made  by  the  then  Mayor  of  Kensington  and  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  Board,  Councillor  R.  C.  D.  Jenkins,  which  brought  in  a  total  amount  of 
over  ^800 — a  very  welcome  sum. 


THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Medical  Committee  and  Board  gave 
serious  consideration  to  the  future  of  the  Hospital,  uncertain  not  only 
because  the  details  of  the  long-awaited  National  Health  Service  remained 
unknown  but  also  because  of  the  increasing  realisation  that  the  smaller 
special  Hospitals  would  not  in  any  case  be  able  to  survive  as  independent 
units.  After  discussion  and  consultation  with  representatives  of  the  Honorary 
Staff  of  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Paddington,  the  Medical  Committee  unani¬ 
mously  recommended  to  the  Board  that  negotiations  between  the 
Governing  bodies  of  the  two  Hospitals  should  be  entered  into  with  a  view 
to  amalgamation.  The  Board  gave  weighty  and  serious  thought  to  this 
important  recommendation  and  by  unanimous  vote  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  such  a  step  would  be  in  the  definite  interests  of  both  hospitals  and 
particularly  of  the  children  sent  to  the  Princess  Louise  Hospital  for  treat¬ 
ment.  Aided  by  the  friendliness  and  courtesy  of  the  medical  and  lay 
representatives  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  negotiations  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  at  a  recent  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  the  following  resolution 
was  passed  : 

THAT  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Hospital  be  altered  by 
inserting  in  Article  45  after  paragraph  (H)  the  following  paragraph, 
namely  : 

(I)  To  delegate  all  or  any  of  their  powers  hereunder  to  the  Board  of 
Management  for  the  time  being  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  a  Corporation 
incorporated  by  Royal  Charter  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
Board  of  Management  of  the  said  Hospital  may  from  time  to 
time  think  fit  with  power  to  revoke  or  vary  any  such  delegation.” 

The  details  of  this  amalgamation  were  reported  at  this  Meeting  but  the 
more  important  heads  of  agreement  should  be  noted.  First  and  foremost 
the  Princess  Louise  Hospital  will  continue  to  exist  for  the  treatment  of  sick 
children  and  it  is  felt  that  these  services  will  become  more  comprehensive 
and  valuable  with  all  the  resources  of  such  a  Hospital  as  St.  Mary's 
available. 

Secondly  the  name  will  not  be  lost.  There  will  be  a  separate  section 
of  St.  Mary's  Annual  Report  devoted  to  the  Princess  Louise  Kensington 
Hospital  for  Children  Unit  and  there  will  also  be  a  special  standing  Com¬ 
mittee  which  will  be  responsible,  subject  to  the  over-riding  authority  of 
the  Board  of  Management  of  St.  Mary’s,  for  the  administration  of  the 
Princess  Louise  Hospital. 
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Thirdly,  all  the-  staff,  medical,  nursing,  lay  and  domestic  will  be 
retained  under  the  new  organisation  and  any  financial  obligation  entered 
into  by  the  Princess  Louise  Hospital  will  be  honoured  by  St.  Mary  s. 

Fourthly,  two  members  of  the'  Board  and  two  Vice-Presidents  of 
Princess  Louise  will  join  the  Board  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital. 

As  was  explained  to  the  Governors  at  the  meeting  there  are 
mutual  advantages  by  this  merger  but  the  benefits  to  the  Princess  Louise 
Hospital  are  not  inconsiderable.  The  nursing  problem  will  be  largely 
overcome  as  all  the  nursing  staff  will  be  administered  by  St.  Mary  s. 
The  patients  will  be  able  to  have  the  benefit  and  advice  of  St.  Mary  s 
eminent  consultant  staff  and  such  facilities  as  its  world-famous  laboratories 
and  special  departments.  It  is  expected  that  the  Hospital  will  have  a 
degree  of  independence  that  it  would  be  unlikely  to  possess  on  its  own 
in  a  nationally  administered  scheme. 

On  the  other  hand  after  eighteen  years  work  for  sick  children  of 
Kensington  and  district,  with  the  Hospital  already  making  up  the  inevitable 
leeway  caused  bv  the  War,  and  the  financial  position  definitely  improving 
the  Board  reports  this  important  step  with  some  sadness.  They  are  how¬ 
ever  fortified  in  the  belief  that  their  action  in  making  this  agreement  with 
St.  Mary’s  (which  operates  from  January  1st,  1946)  is  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  children  and  would  have  had  the  approval  of  the  Hospital's  Royal 
Founder  and  Benefactress. 

Throughout  the  negotiations  the  Board  of  Management  and  House 
Governor  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  have  been  most  friendly  and  helpful,  and 
have  always  been  ready  to  consider  any  views  submitted  by  the  delegates 
of  the  Princess  Louise  Hospital.  The  Board  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  conveying  their  appreciation  of  all  this  help  and  understanding. 


SECRETARY-SUPERINTENDENT. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  reference,  to  Mr.  Frank 
Hart,  who  was  appointed  Secretary-Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  in 
October  1944. 

Since  his  appointment  Mr.  Hart  has  shown  unfailing  zeal  and  untiring 
energy  in  his  work  for  the  Hospital.  His  enterprise  should  be  especially 
mentioned  in  connection  with  the  appeal  work  where  he  has  combined  this 
excellent  quality  with  drive  and  a  happy  knack  of  getting  things  done. 
His  work  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Board  of  Management.

PRINCESS  LOUISE  HOSPITAL 

MAINTENANCE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Maintenance  Committee  has  held  regular  monthly  meetings 
throughout  the  year  and  the  members  have  been  most  assiduous  in  their 
attendances. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  successful  Whist  Drives  started 
during  1944  were  continued.  The  financial  success  of  these  drives  was  due 
in  the  main  to  the  hard  work  and  great  efforts  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Gluning, 
whose  untimely  death  was  such  a  loss  to  the  Committee  and  to  the  Hospital. 
It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  his  good  work  has  been  continued  by  his 
family,  one  of  his  sons  having  joined  the  Committee  during  the  year. 

Dances  have  been  held,  with  the  exception  of  the  summer  months, 
regularly  every  month,  at  the  Hospital,  and  have  been  generally  well 
patronised  and  popular.

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SCHOOL  TREATMENT  CENTRES  COMMITTEE. 


During  the  year  the  work  of  the  School  Treatment  Centres  at  Kenley 
Street  (Notting  Dale)  and  Tavistock  Road  (North  Kensington)  has  been 
heavier  than  in  preceding  years,  due  to  the  return  of  the  evacuated  children 
to  London.  The  figures  will  be  seen  under  the  heading  of  “  Statistical 
Tables." 

The  Committee  have  met  at  regular  intervals  and  have  taken  all  possible 
measures  to  provide  the  best  possible  service  at  the  Centres.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  have  made  many  inspections  of  the  clinics  and  have  taken  such 
steps  as  can  be  taken  under  the  present  difficult  circumstances  to  meet  the 
problems  due  to  the  poor  state  of  repair  of  the  premises.
